(1) That the Contractor shall comstruct a guard rail within the boun-
dary line along the north, south, east, and west lines of the sbove describ-
~ed space, such guard rail to be at least 4 feet high and substantially braced
and anchored, !

(2) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades,

(3) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm waber.

(4) That the Contractor shall place on outside corners of any walkway,
barricades, or obstructions, red lights during all periods of derkness and
provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(5) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials, and other obsiruections on the sldewalk and gtreet immediately
after the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased,
such time to be determined by the Clty Manager, and in sny event, all such
sidewalk barrlcades, materials, equipment, and other obstructions shall be
removed not later than May 1, 1948,

(6) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all
the privileges herein granted, or to require the erection or installation of
addltional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it,

(7) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in makling such grant,

reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of sald space any
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time with its public utilities: or for other necegeary public purposes.

(8) That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construetion work for said bullding projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Coniractor's expense.

{9) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00), which shall protect, indem-
nify, and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims for damages to
any person or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by
reason of the exereise or sbuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by
the City of Austin, and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks,
pavement, and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or
removed during the construction work, and shall further guarantee the con-
struction of a walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the

1. This property is a small tract, 104%x125%, at the southwest
corner of Waterston and Charlotte Streets, on which the ap-
plicant has constructed three separate dwelling units, and
on which she is asking for = change to "BU Residence District
to permit an additional two-unit garage spartment instead of
one unit as now permitted.

2s Two of the existing dwellings now face Charlotie Street and
the third fronts on Waterston Street, which is only 15 feet
in width, and the proposed dwelling would be on the rear of
the property with an easement conmnectlon to a street,

3, The Board deemed, after thorough investigation and study, that
to grant this change would be creating a spot zone in thig
block for the sole purpose of permitting the applicant to
crowd the property beyond that permitted under the existing
goning, and that since Cherlotte Street ig only 15 feet wide,
and. technically an alley, with two additional lots on the
